Bridge Commuter Fare Reduction Increases Traffic

The temporary one half reduc 
lion in commuter fares, in tituted 
last July by the joint toll bridge 
commission for the Trenton-Mor- 
risville bridge, has evidently re­ 
sulted in a large increase in traf­ 
fic, but a loss in revenue. 
William R. Jdhnson, acting ex­ 
ecutive director for the Delaware 
River Joint Toll Rridge Commis­ 
sion, said the decrease in revenue 
was normal and that the commu­ 
ter fare reduction to five 
per ticket had increased traffic 
HO per cent since the price de­ 
crease took effect.

IOO per cent," Johnson said. “ I 
think ifs possible" he added. 
According to figures released this 
week by the bridge commission. 
1960 traffic on the toll bridge, in­ 
cluding volume before the fare re­ 
duction was authorized, increased 
9.36 per cent over 1959’s record. 
This jump wa; the largest in­ 
crease of any bridge in the area, 
the figures indicated. The rev­ 
enue dropped off 4 76 per cent, 
however.
